NEWSROOM NOTES - A worn 
art's protest against the alleged 
tyranny of men is heard in a 
new b ook, “All Things New,” b y 
Anne Biezanek, to b e pub lished 
March 10 b y Harper and Row. 
Within a period of 13 years Mrs. 
Biezanek b ecame the mother of 
11 children, sev en of whom liv ed. 


Fo llo wing the birth o f her 
fifth child, she suffered a phy si­ 
ca l a nd menta l brea kdo wn which 
fo rced her to giv e up her jo b, 
a nd her children beca me depen­ 
dent upo n her pa rents. All be­ 
ca me despera te when two mo re 
children were bo rn a nd her fa m­ 
ily seemed likely to increa se 
further with no o ne to pro v ide 
fo r them. Only then did she 
turn' to “ the pill” a nd la unch a 
o ne-wo ma n 
public 
ba ttle 
to 
cha nge the o fficia l sta nd o f the 
Ca tho lic Church o n this subject. 


She b ecame the first Catholic in 
the world to open a b irth control 
clinic. It is located near Liv er­ 
pool, England. 


In “All Things New,” she con­ 
tends that the rhythm method of 
b irth control, the only b irth con­ 
trol method sanctioned b y the 
Roman Catholic Church, cannot 
be 
depended 
upon 
b y 
many 
couples. 


The 
author 
then dev otes 
a 
chapter to 20th century methods 
of b irth control, describ ing the 
psychological effects and resul­ 
tant effects on the marriage as 
a whole. She claims that the 
Catholic stand against b irth con­ 
trol 
was 
taken 
b efore 
these 
means were dev eloped and was 
intended 
to 
d e f e n d 
women 
against 111 effects and childless­ 
ness of certain early practices. 
She thinks that the early church 
leaders would not hav e b anned 
20th 
century 
dev elopments 
if 
they had known of them. 


Mrs. 
Bieza nek rema ins a n 
a ctiv e Ca tho lic, co ntending tha t 
the pro blem Is no t rela ted to 
Ro ma n Ca tho lic do ctrine, but 
to “ men a nd the lega l sy stem 
they a re cha ined to .” She ex ­ 
presses sy mpa thy 
with 
“ the 
dilemma 
erf the 
theo lo gia ns, 
ma ny o f who m she sa v s wo uld 
like to help the “ bullied a nd 
wretched” Ca tho lic wo men. 


Mrs. Biezanek. who is now 36 
years old. holds the degree of 
b achelor of science, b achelor of 
Medicine, and b achelor of chem­ 
istry. She married Jan Biezanek 
when she was a third-year medi­ 
cal student at Ab erdeen Univ er­ 
sity. Her prob lems of family life 
were enhanced b y the fact that 
she had to work to help support 
the family. The house in which 
they liv ed came with her job . 
Her husb and, a Pole, was q uali­ 
fied as a lawyer and judge ad­ 
v ocate in his owm country, b ut 
could not practice in England. 
He works as a ship’s steward. 


Following her b reakdown, she 
was forced to quit working and 
take her family to her parents’ 
home for refuge, where she con­ 
tinued to hav e still more chil­ 
dren. After a long and futile 
struggle to find a solution which 
would hold her marriage togeth­ 
er and still enab le her to ob ey 
the Catholic Church b an on b irth 
control, she gav e up and b ought 
a b ottle of “pills,” conv inced her 
children needed b oth parents and 
a home of their own. She re­ 
turn to work and b orrowed mon­ 
ey to b uy a house in Wallasey, 
Cheshire. Her clinic is located 
there.

DA NANG, South Viet Nam 
(AP) — The U. S. Marines landed 
b y sea and air in South Viet Nam 
today to strengthen the defense 
of the key Da Nang air b ase 
against attack b y the Communist 
Viet Cong. 


One b attalion of 1.400 Marines 
came ashore from four 7th Fleet 
transport ships standing half a 
mile off the coast 380 miles north 
of Saigon.

A second b attalion b egan ar­ 
riv ing 
without 
fanfare 
ab oard 
C130 Air Force Transports from 
Okinawa. 


Ab out 3,500 in all from the 3rd 
Marine Div ision were expected 
b y Tuesday night, including a 
helicopter squadron. Landing of 
the helicopter group was reported 
delayed b y heav y surf which also 
slowed the mov ement of tanks 
and artillery to the b each. 


A detachment of 1,200 Marines 
w>as already at Da Nang manning 
Hawk antiaircraft missile b atter­ 
ies. 


At the bea ch 10 miles west o f 
Da Na ng, the Ma rines cha rged 
a sho re 
in 
tra ditio na l fashion, 
so me slipping a nd sliding o n the 
wet sa nd. 


At the air b ase the Leather­ 
necks walked calmly off their 
planes and 6tood in files while 
they were assigned 
to b iv ouac 
areas. 


Mo v e to Ba se 


After securing the b each, the 
seab orne Marines mov ed on to 
the air b ase. 


One of the C130 transport planes 
wras hit in the wing b y a sniper’s 
b ullet as it was making its land­ 
ing approach b eneath low clouds. 
No one was hurt, and the plane 
made a normal landing. 


Two casualties were reported 
during the landings. 


An enlisted man’s chest was 
crushed when he was caught b e­ 
tween a transoprt and a landing 
craft as they b rushed together. 


He was expected to surv iv e. 


A captain b roke his leg while 


sca ling do wn a ro pe net. 


No Attempt 


The Viet Cong made no attempt 
to interfere with the Marines land­ 
ing. 


The Marines are to strengthen 
this b ase from which major air 
strikes hav e b een l a u n c h e d 
against North Viet Nam. 
Two 
Vietnamese b attalions were de­ 
ployed in the area to meet 
a ny 
Red attack. 


The Communists ov erran a re­ 
gional forces platoon Saturday 
night three miles south of the Da 
Nang runway. Four gov ernment 
soldiers were killed and sev eral 
weapons were lost. 


Brig. Gen. Nguyen Chanh Thi, 
commander of South Viet Nam’s 
northern military district, was on 
the b each to greet the Marines. 


“Now that the Marines hav e 
landed, I can go and fight with 
my people who hav e b een guard­ 
ing the airport,” said Thi to a 
newsman. “My men prefer to 
fight. Now we will b e ab le to do 
so.” 


Patrolling the rice fields and 
mountains around the b ase will 
remain the responsib ility of Viet­ 
namese troops. 


In Washington, 
Secretary 
of 
State Dean Rusk said the Marines’ 
mission was to guard the b ase b ut 
that if they are shot at, “they 
will shoot b ack.” 


The Marine deployment b rought ( 
b lasts from the Red Chinese and 
the left wing of Britain’s Lab or 
party.

SELMA, Ala. (AP) — An at­ 
tempted 50-mile march to the 
Alab ama Capitol at Montgom­ 
ery b y Negroes pleading for civ ­ 
il rights erupted into b loody ra­ 
cial v iolence in a clash with 
state police Sunday. 
Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. 
says he will lead another at­ 
tempted march Tuesday. 
King decided to remain in 
Atlanta and did not, as planned 
lead Sundays 
march 
attempt 
b y ab out 450 Negroes, which 
was b roken up b y b lue-helmeted 
troopers 
wielding night sticks, 
shotguns, tear-gas grenades and 
wearing gas masks. 
Ab out 35 
Negroes were injured in the v io­ 
lent confrontation ab out a nule 
after the march b egan. 
Bev el Sa y s 
“ If it has to b e a path of 
b lood, it is going to b e estab ­ 
lished that Negroes 
hav e the 
right to walk on the highways of 
Alab ama” said the Rev . James 
Bev el, a lieutenant in King’s 
Southern 
Christian Leadership 
Conference. King was expected 
in Selma this ev ening. 
The highway was cluttered 
with packs, b ed rolls and other 
camping eq uipment when the 
melee ended. They had b een left 
b ehind b y Negroes fleeing the 
tear gas and the club -swinging 
state troopers. 
The troopers later were joined 
b y ab out 60 memb ers of Sheriff 
James G. Clark’s Dallas County 
Posse some of them on horse­ 
b ack who prodded and b eat the 
Negroes b ack to the church 
from where the march started. 
The possemen shouted “Get the 
Niggers off the streets!” as they 
charged. 
Inv estiga tio n 
The 
Justice 
Department 
an­ 
nounced in Washington that FBI 
agents in Selma hav e b een or­ 
dered to make a complete in­ 
v estigation to determine “whether 
unnecessary force was used b y 
law officers and others” in halting 
the march. Atty. Gen. Nicholas 
Katzenb ach said he was in touch 
with the situation. 
Gov . George Wallac* refused 
to comment. 


King said a motion would b e 
filed in federal court at Mont­ 
gomery today seeking an in­ 
junction to prev ent Wallace and 
state 
troopers 
from 
halting 
Tuesday’s march to emphasize 
the Negroes’ plea for the right 
to v ote in this stronghold of 
Southern tradition. 
Bev el, addressing a mas« Ne­ 
gro rally that followed the ab or­ 
tiv e march criticized President 
Johnson 
for 
not 
fulfilling 
his 
promises. “Johnson knows that 
Negro es ca nno t v ote here,” he 
said. 
King Say* 
King, speaking from his home 
in Atlanta, said: 


“ In the light of Sunday’s trag­ 
ic ev ent, I hav e no alternativ e 
b ut to recommend to my close 
associates and the Negro people 
of Alab ama to continue in their 
determined attempt to walk to 


Montgomery to protest the in­ 
justices and indignities that sur­ 
round their liv es.” 
King said he did not make his 
planned trip to Selma to lead 
the Sunday march b ecause “ it 
was suggested that I remain in 
Atlanta for my Sunday church 
responsib ilities and to mob ilize 
national support for 
a larger 
thrust forward.”

As one re sult, 
the 
structure of the Fore ign Se rvice 
is much more like the Army, 
Na vy a nd Air Force tha n a ppe a rs 
on the surfa ce . 
This is obscured because For­ 
e ign Service Officers aren’t in 
uniform and do not have titles 
like lieutenant, 
captain, 
major 
and on up. But they do have 
State 
Department 
numbers 
— 
class numbers—designating each 
rung of the ladder. Similar train­ 
ing schools are s t a g g e r e d 
through their careers. They face 
similar promotion boards year 
after year. Their merit-demerit 
record on the department’s rolls 
is equally formal, official and 
consequential. 
Te ste d 
By the time you reach Class I 
in the Foreign Sendee you’ve 
traveled a long, hard road in­ 
side the department (23.000 peo­ 
ple) and been tested throughout 
much of the world. 
What formal tests have irre­ 
pressible McGeorge Bundy and 
his Think Tank in 
the White 
House ever been put to? 
It’s truly stated, of course, 
that the President is responsi­ 
ble for foreign affairs. But the 


President cannot run the State 
Department, 
a 
very different 
thing. 
Only the 
Secretary of 
State can do that. Anything that 
undermines the chain of com­ 
mand — President-to-Secretary 
— spreads confusion and weak­ 
ness. And no foreign policy can 
be better than its organization­ 
al base. 


Bundy’s Think Tank activities 
are strugturally unsound. 
His apple-polishing is Presi­ 
dential and his staccato pronun- 
ciamentos leap frog Sec. Dean 
Rusk. The resulting dismay in­ 
side the department is lethal 
on 
effectiveness, 
morale 
and 
discipline alike. Is Mr. Rusk the 
man to pay attention to on Mon­ 
days, Wednesdays and Fridays 
and Mr. Bundy on Tuesdays, 
Thursdays and Saturdays? 
Irre pre ssible 
The structural unsoundness is 
also compounded at the person­ 
al level by irrepressible Mr. 
Bundy himself. 
Although he commands obe­ 
dience in the husky voice of a 
tiger he’s as innocent of exper­ 
ience in foreign affairs as a 
newborn babe. His entire back­ 
ground is limited ot college clois­ 
ters, ending as a dean of facul­ 
ty arts and sciences. 
Ye t academic observation of 
fore ign affairs is one thing. Actu­ 
ally operating in them is quite an­ 
other. Those are two very differ­ 
ent worlds, as every Foreign 
Service Officer discovers very 
quickly. Bundy bangs-bangs — 
“ White House calling” — are 
no substitute for experience, per­ 
sonal familiarity with specific 
a re a s, reasonable humility and 
good judgment. Yet he paws the 
Sta te Department’s policy val­ 
le y like Job’s horse, his neck 
clothe d in thunder. 
Bay of Pigs 
Moreover, Mr. Bundy’s own 
on-the-job training leaves him 
marked by the Bay of Pigs, 
the Berlin Wall, the fateful give­ 
away of Laos, the four-year de­ 
terioration in South Viet Nam, 
the defunct Multilateral Nuclear 
B’orce illusion, etc. 
President 
Kennedy 
violated 
fundamental principles when he 
built up Bundy as he did, out­ 
side the State Department. It’s 
high 
time 
President 
Johnson 
cleaned out the Bundy Think 
Tank 
and 
re-established 
the 
clear chain of command. 
Mr. Johnson has repeatedly 
expressed full confidence in Sec­ 
retary Rusk. Surely, he owes it 
to Mr. Rusk to let Mr. Rusk be 
the Secretary of State without 
interference by an ambitious ri­ 
val who is a child in the for­ 
eign field compared to exper­ 
ienced operators like Mann and 
MacArthur,

WASHINGTON - Do you under­ 
stand foreign aid well? Sen. J. W. 
Fulbright doubts it. Out of the 
doubt comes a struggle. And out 
of the struggle will probably come 
no change at all. 
The United States has provid­ 
ed at least $105 billion in foreign 
aid, 
economic 
and 
military, 
since World War II. There have 
always been screams about it. 


Gleeful 
hatchemen 
in 
Con­ 
gress have built reputations as 
economizers at the expense of 
foreign aid, yearly leading the 
fight to chop hundreds of mil­ 
lions off the program one presi­ 
dent after another asked for. 
There have been soul-search- 
ings and disputes over whether 
the whole 
business 
should 
be 
scrapped. But this year the pro­ 
gram is up against one of its 
oddest predicaments. 


Congress Men 
The two most powerful men in 
Congress in foreign affairs — 
Fulbright of Arkansas and Rep. 
Thomas E. Morgan of Pennsyl­ 
vania, both Democrats — are 
split over whether the program 
should be split. 


Don’t 
get 
them 
wrong. 
They’re both solidly for foreign 
aid. They just disagree on how 
to distribute it. 
This year, like other presi­ 
dents 
before 
him, 
President 
Johnson handed Congress his 
$3.8-billion foreign aid program 
in one big bundle, with econom­ 
ic aid and military assistance 
all bunched together under a 
single tent. 
Fulbright, 
chairman 
of 
the 
Senate’s 
Foreign 
Relations 
Committee, says now as he did 
last 
year 
that 
the 
program 
should be split into two basic 
programs: One, military assist­ 
ance, the other, economic help. 
No, says Morgan, chairman of 
the House Foreign Affairs Com­ 
mittee, taking the same position 
now as he did last year. 
Ga rba ge Ca n 
' Fulbright has called the for­ 
eign aid program a “ garbage 
can” for all kinds of amend­ 
ments which Congress tacks on 
bu( which “ have nothing what­ 
ever to do with foreign aid.” He 
gave some of his reasons in 
Senate speech Thursday. 
He called the combined pro­ 
gram a “conglomeration. . . to 
support 
foreign 
armies; 
to 
maintain 
American 
military 
bases in foreign lands; to build 
roads, dams, steel mills; to pay 
foreigners’ import bills; to grow’ 
more food; to provide emergen* 
| cy re lie f from na tura l disa ste rs; 


and 
to 
support 
multifarious 
United Nations activities which 
themselves range from feeding 
children to killing malarial mos­ 
quitoes 
and 
irrigating 
Pakis­ 
tan.” 
And Fulbright threw’ in this to 
an almost empty Senate: “ It is 
no wonder that the Congress, 
the public and perhaps the ad­ 
ministration 
has 
difficulty 
in 
understanding the measure. Al­ 
most everybody can find some­ 
thing in this amalgam to sup­ 
port; almost everybody can find 
something to oppose. 
What For? 
“ When we call the roll on fi­ 
nal passage, how is a senator or 
anybody else to know what he is 
voting for or what he is voting 
against?” 
Fulbright, 
feels 
so 
strongly 
about it he won’t lead the fight 
for the bill in the Senate, a task 
that usually falls to the chair­ 
man of the Foreign Relations 
Committee. 
, 
Morgan argues that if foreign 
aid were split, thus letting Con­ 
gress vote on military and eco­ 
nomic 
aid 
separately, 
“Eco­ 
nomic aid would suffer.” He 
says “everybody is for military 
assistance, 
but 
the 
economic 
program has few friends in Con­ 
gress.” 
He 
concedes 
changes 
are 
coming, even to phasing out the 
program 
completely. 
But 
he 
didn’t say when, and it isn’t 
likely soon, this year or next. 
Even though other members of 
Congress are split on the split, 
there seems to be no intense 
feeling generally. 
The Johnson administration, 
not wanting to be ambushed by 
either side, 
is saying 
little. 
It 
apparently 
listened 
to 
Ful- 
bright s argument and began to 
prepare 
this 
year’s 
program 
with the senator’s position in 
mind. 
Then it rewrote it the old way 
when Morgan objected. 
Since 
Fulbright is simply stating a 
position, and not conducting a 
vendetta, the program should 
get through this year in the 
same form as in bygone years.

He will 
e ve ntua lly outgrow it. 
Q—I have two boys approach­ 
ing their teens. What booklets 
that explain sexual maturing do 
you recommend? 
A -—With the increasing prev­ 
alence of venereal disease and 
illegitimacy in all social levels, 
it seems obvious that some steps 
must be taken to provide a heal­ 
thier attitude toward sex and to 
protect 
our 
adolescents 
from 
age-old pitfalls. 
The following booklets obtain­ 
able from the American Medi­ 
cal Association (535 N. Dear­ 
born St., Chicago, 111. 60610) 
should be of help: “As Others 
See Us,” “Approaching Adult­ 
hood,” “Finding Yourself” and 
“A Story About You.” 
While you are about it, I 
would urge you to give your 
whole-hearted support to any 
sex education program that is 
being given or is being contem­ 
plated in your loca l schools and 
churches.

The training course will be con­ 
ducted on the campus of the Uni­ 
v ersity of Illinois at Champaign- 
Urbana from J une 13 to Aug. 27 , 
ami at the new Circle Campus of 
the Univ ersity of Illinois in Chi­ 
cago from J une 28 to Sept. 10. Ap­ 
plication blanks and information 
pertaining to the course are av ail­ 
able at all high schools in Il­ 
linois and at state and district of­ 
fices of the Div ision of Highway s.

gineering technicians in the Div i­ 
sion of Highway s and paid at the 
rate of $300 a month while tak­ 
ing the course, Lorenz said.
